General Order Commands 
-$trict Amateurism. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—(P)—A 
slogan, “ Athietics for all,” to govern 
army sports, coupled with a hard and 
fast ruling for strict adherence to ama- 
teurism in military games and bouts, 
has been laid down in a general ofder 
by the war department. 

Professional events at army posts 
are to be permitted only when “ clearly 
advertised and announced as profes- 
sional,” and local laws governing box- 
ing or Sunday baseball are to be com 
plied with strictly by post commanders. 

No Cash Prizes Permitted. 


In events at army posts no cash 
prizes are to be offered in future, and 
events are to be open only to army 
personnel, including the National 
Guard and reservists, and to the navy 
and marine corps. 

“If in such military meets it so hap- 
pefs that amateurs compete against 
persons who have previously violated 
amateur rules, it will in no way tend 
to professionalize such amateurs,” the 
order continued.

Municipal, state, or other local laws 
as to permitting boxing bouts are to be 
followed by post commanders, and in 
order that there ie be no color of

India and Russia are out of 
the running, and Europe will have to 
buy from Canada from now on to make 
up the deficit created by the damage 
Gone to the Argentine crop by unfavor- 
able weather and other conditions. 


Good Sized Open Interest.
